Will Hungary’s Jews 
be Rescued ? 


The Hungarian Government has informed the 
Internationa! Red Cross in Geneva that it is pre- 
pared to allow a representative of the Red Cross to 
come to Hungary to “ look afier the homes and 
hospitals allotted to Hungarian Jews and to facilitate 
their crgigration. 

Admiral Horthy’s offer to release Jewish children 
under ten, if Alised countries will receive them, as 
well as adult Jews possessing Palestine visas has been 
submitted to the War Refugee Board through the 
deicgation of the International .Red Cross in 
Washington, it is reported. The Board, says. Mr 
Joha W. Pehic, Executive Director, is now working 
on plans to secure the necessary havens, but a 
stage has not been reached

SWEDEN’S PROUD RECORD 
Asylum Given to 80,000 Refugees 


Ihe King of Sweden's recent noble appeal to 
Horithy om behalf of Hungary's condemnacd Jews 
iurther enhances Sweden's magnificent humanitarian 
record. Since the outbreak of the war. the country 
has opened its doors to 80.000 refugees from 
persecution and oppression. Among these are a 
large aumber of Jews 

Ten years ago there were only 8,000 foreigners in 
Sweden, States the American Swepish MONTHLY. 
Hitler's advent to power another 4,000, 
mostiy Jews, from Germany, Austria, and Czecho- 
slovakia flocked to Sweden's hospitable shores. So 
that this work of mercy should not be hampered, 
the immigration laws were amended im 1937 to 
perma the easy entry of “ political reiugecs, a 
term which covered the widest possible ficid 

The war has resulted in a tenfold increase in the 
number of Sweden's refugees. On January | this 
year no fewer than 11,000 of these were Jews. As 
few of these had. passports, the Swedish Govern- 
ment msued them with so-called foreigners’ pass- 
ports, with which they could get residence and work 
permits 

I: wilt b> recalled how Sweden gencrously gave 


asylum 10 practically the whole of the Jewish. 
population of Denmark when that heroic little 
country was taken over by the Germans. This 


necessitated a system of reception camps, adminis- 
tered by the Board of Social Welfare and partially 
fhinaneed by Governments. In these camps 
refugees are given clothing, furniture, and house- 
hold equipment before leaving to take up work. 

Of the 14,000 Danish refugees, it is stated that 
two-thirds are Jewish. Large sums of money had 
to be raised for their welfare, and the Swedish 
Government and peeple responded magnificently, 
several millions of kronor being placed at the 
refugees’ disposal. Public buildings were handed 
over to them and private houses opened their doors. 
About half of these refugees are now working. 

Among the more important committees is the 
Mosaic Refugee Committee, which, although 
Privately run, receives a large measure of support 
from the Government, amounting to 40 per cent in 
the case of adults and 80 per cent in the case of 
children. 

The splendid spirit in which Sweden is carrying 
out these labours can best be pars by a quotation 
from a broadcast speech by Karl J. Hojer, Chair- 
man of the Board of Social Welfare.

VILNA 


80,000 Jews -Butchered 


How the Germans killed 80.000 Jews in Viina 
is told by Llya Ehrenburg. the famous Russian 
Jewish author, in a ysecent issue of the official 


Soviet War News 

The murders took place at Panyri. outside the 
city, Ehrenbure relaics. Two years were taken to 
complete the crime. The sadists desired to prolong 
their pleasure 

Kittel, an ex-film actor from Berim, was in charge 
of the executions and tortures All clothing was 
removed. from the condemned victims and stored, 
ready for shipment to Germany. Just Before their 
retreat’ from Vilna, Ehrenburg declares, the 
Germans killed 10.000 more 

“i secret organisation was created in the ghetto 
where the condemned Jews were herded," writes 
Ehrenburg. “At its head was a Vilna worke: 
named Vittenbere The Jews belonging to this 
organisation fought to the last. When they were 
out to work they burnt German warchouses, 
and planted mines on the ratiway

APPEAL FROM ARMS CONVICTION 


Privy Council Grants Petition 


The Judicial Committee of His Majesty's Privy 
Council on Tuesday granted the petition of Leib 
Sirkin to appeal from the conviction of the Milnary 
Court m Jerusalem. sentencing him to ten years 
imprisonment for being in possession wihowt law- 
ful authority and without reasonable excuse of 
certain ammunition and rifles. The Judicial Com- 
mittee which heard the petition was presided over 
by Viscount Simon, the Lord Chancellor. 

Special leave to appeal -~was gramted on the follow- 
ing grounds: (1) that the petitioner was never 
charged with any offence known’ to the law of 
Palestme, and (2) that the charge or purported 
charge with which the Court dealt was a charge of 
an offence unknown to the taw of Palestine. or 
alternatively of an offence with which the Court 
have no jurisdiction to deal. 

The Lord Chancellor, in giving the decision. 
pointed out that the Judicial Committee does not 
concern itself with the weight of evidence or the 
conflict of evidence or with inferences drawn from 
evidence or with questions of corroboration or con- 
(radichon of testimony, or as to whether there was 
sufficient evidence to satisfy the burden of proof. 

The effect of this decision is that Sirkin has been 
granted leave to appeal fram his conviction and bh» 
appeal will in due course be presenied to and 
ar before the Judicial Commitice.

FATE OF HUNGARIAN JEWS 


The Last Chance Of Rescue 


Mr. T. H. Hewlett (Con., Exchange, Manchesicr) 
asked the Foreign Secretary on Wednesday what 
was the latest information in his possession on the 
treatment of the Jews in Hungary. 

Mr. Eden. im a written reply, said: “1 am glad 
to be able to announce that according to informa- 
tion reaching H.M. Government, deportation of 
Jews from Hungary has ceased until the Swiss 
Government has completed the evacuation of Jews 
in certain categories, whom the Hungarian Govern- 
ment appear to be ready to allow to icave the 
country. it is reported that among such categories 
are all Jewish children in Hungary under the age 
of 10 years and in possession of visas fer other 
countries, and also all Jews in Hungary, cuheradulis 
or children, who have been pronounced by the 
Government of Palestine as cligible for admission 
into. Palestime.~ 


HORTHY’'S OFFER 


Mr. Edmund Harvey (ind., English Universities) 
asked the Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
tconomic Warfare in the HouwSe on Tuesday 
whether the attention.of the Government had been 
drawn to the offer of Admiral Horthy to permit 
Jewish children to leave Hungary im cases in which 
neutral countries were willing to receive the child- 
ren: and whether assurances would be given to 
neutral countries willing to accept those children 
that provision would be made for a corresponding 
increase in food supplies to be allowed to reach them 
through the blockade 

Mr. Dingle Foot replied: Yes Sir. H.M. Govern- 
ment have been informed by the International Red 
Cross of the offer referred to in the question. As 
regards the second part of the question, both H.M. 
Government and the U.S. Government have always 
beon anxious to facilitate the reception im neutral 
countries both of Jewish children from any part 
of Axis Europe and also of children Irom enemy, 
occupied countries. On a number of occasons. 
particularly during the past year, assurances have 
heen given to certain neutral Governments that 
schemes of this kind could be arranged H.M 
Government and the U.S. “Government would 
sanchon the importation ef additional supplies 
food through the blogkade over and above the 
normal blockade quotas which such countries are 
permitted to receive through our controls 

Since receiving the communication through the 
Iniernational Red Cross, to-which 1 referred. H.M. 
Government have informed those Governments that 
our offer of-increased imports holds good in this 
particular case. I understand that a simular assur- 
ance has been, or is being, given by the U.S 
Goverament. 

Mr. Harvey- asked whether any newiral Govern- 
ment had communicated tts willingness to receive 
the children. Mr. Foot said they had not had time 
but certain neutral Governments, notably Swiizer- 
land and Sweden, had always shown considerabdic 
willingness to receive refugees trom Axis-occupied 
Europe. 

Mr. Quintin Hogg (Con., Oxford) asked if in 
view of ‘the -specific terms of Admiral Horthy's 
offer, the Government would not consider conveying 
acceptance of its terms through the norma! channels. 

Mr. Foot replied that the offer was.communicaicd 
to us from the International Red Cross to whom 
we had replied and that as far as that part of the 
offer was concerned we were perfectly willing to 
do everything in our power to see that the children 
were evacuated as soon as possible 

Fart Winterton (Con., Horsham and Worthing) 
asked if it was not a fact that there had always been 
plenty of room in neutral countries for the children 
but the difficulty had been to get them out 

Mr. Foot said that was correct. Hi-was not the 
fault of the neutral Governments conceraed that 
the evacuation schemes had not been in operation 
long before. In every case it had been the reluctance 
of ihe occupying authorities or the Axis authorities 
to let the children go. | 


PALESTINIAN DEMOBILISATION 


Mr. Edmund Harvey (ind., English Universities) 
asked the Colonial Secretary whether he would make 
a Statement on the plans for demobilisation and 
for the absorption into civilian life of Palestinian 
members of the Forces. 

Col, Stanley replied: Plans for the demebilisation 
and absorption into civil life of the Palestinian 
local forces are at present under consideration by 
the Government of Palestine in consuliation with 
the military authorities Concerned, bui I regret that 
[f am not yet in a position to make any announce- 
ment mthe matter. The plans of ihe Government 
include of course the matter of reabsorption into 
civil life of those Palestinians serving in other than 
local forces. 

Mr. Harvey asked if the plans would be published. 
Col. Stanley said there was a reconsiruction com- 
mittee and as soon as the plans were prepared they 
would: be published. 


FOR JEWS IN JEOPARDY 


Squadron Leader Fleming. K.C. (Con., Withing- 
ton, Manchester), asked the Foreign Secretary 
whether he’ would consider the advisability of 
granting British nationality to the remaining Jews 
in Nazi-occupied territories on similar terms to the 
otter of common nationality made to the French 
people in 1940, in order to maintain their mora! 
and to help them in their struggle for freedom from 
destruction. 

Mr. George Hall, Under-Secretary, replied in 
writing: This proposal has already been carefully 
considered, His Majesty's Government are con- 
vinced that to give what in fact would be merely 
verbal British protection would bring no advantages 
\o Jewish individuals in German-occupied territories, 
Although the Germans have specially attacked the 
Jews, they have also attacked and murdered many 
thousands of non-Jews (in Poland the proportions 
are said to be about equal), His Majesty's Govern- 
ment are pledged to aid and rescue, as far as military 
considerations allow, all the victims of German 
tyraeny, and they are pursuing this ebyect by every 
means open to them in close collaboration with the 

t Governments concerned.

REFUGEE WINS BRAVERY 
AWARD 


With U.S. Army In Italy 


Sergeant Richard F. Stern, a 45-year-old Jewish 
refugee from Germany serving in the American 
Army in Italy, who coolly tricked a half-dozen Nazis 
into surrender in January by telling them in 
German that they were surrounded, has. been 
awarded the Silver Star for gallantry by the U.S. 
War Department. 

Sat. Stern, a textile printer, left Germany in 1939, 
A veteran of the German Army a the first wortd 
war, he had received the lron Cross. Twice during 
the Hitler régime he was forced to rum the gauntict 
of Storm Troopers armed with whips. 

He decided he could retaliate on the Nazis in only 
one way-—by going to the United States and joining 
an army that could wipe them out. tn October, 
1942, he entered the Army. Early last year the 
Army told him he could have. an honourable 
discharge because he was over 38. He refused. 
Instead, by request, he was sent overseas.

THE DEPUTIES 
Vital Werk of Defence 


Ai the meeting of the Board of tres held last 
week. the President. Paoressor 5. 
(Leeds, United), announced (as reported briefly m 
our last week's issuc) the visit of a special deputa- 
tion, organised by the National Committee for 
Rescue from Nazi Terror, to the Foreign Secretary 
Mr. Anthony Eden, on the question of the Jews of 
Hungary. Prof. Brodetsky made his announcement 
when presenting the report of the Forcign Affairs 
ommetice. 

The impression he carried away from the deputa- 
tion. he said, was that they believed that steps 
were possible which might lead to very mportant 
results for very large numbers of Jews. 

He wished to capress hes very sincerc thanks to 
everybody who had co-operated in dealing with 
thes probiem He offered his thanks to the other 
Jewrsh bodies. including the World Jewish Congress, 
the Aguda, and the Anglo-Jewnh Association, 
which had co-operated with the Board in many of 
these matters (applause). With regard to the non- 
Jewish authoritves, be need hardly say that the 
eratiteode of Jews everywhere was bound to be 
cxpressed to that wonderful woman who had been 
the leader in this work for such a long time-—Miss 
Eleanor Rathbone (applause). 

Ma. V. Misncow (Great Garden Street) said that 
at a time of crisis M was good to sce this unity, 
which, he hoped, would continuc. 

Ma. H. A. Goooman (Adath Yisroel) said it 
was fantastic that at this moment at icast four, 
perhaps five, different organisations were doing the 
same thing in their own way, approaching the same 
people, and could not co-operate with cach other. 

Ma. M. Roserre (Montague Road Beth Hame- 
drash) urged that the part which Palestine must 
inevitably play and which it was so anxious to 
play in this situation should be stressed to the 
uimost. 

Mie. B. A. Levi~sow (Liberal) suggested that it 
would be a wise plan if the President could arrange 
that there should be something in the nature of an 
Emergency Committee, consisting of one repre- 
sentative of each of those bodies, who could mect 
together at very short notice and take steps when- 
ever an emergency arose.

In his reply, Prof, Brodetsky said that Mr. 
Goodman knew very well that be put this matter

Me. FPaank Renton (Old Boys’ Club) as one who

Prot. Brodetsky made a statement on the Defence 
Committee's report. They would be aware, he said, 
from the last reports of the Defence Committee that 
m pursuance of its policy of harnessing every mem- 
ber of the community ‘to the vital work of defence, 
the Greater London area was being divided up into 
districts, each of which would have a representative 
committee concerned with the combating of anti- 


-Semitism in its own particular district, with the- 


maintenance of good relations between Jew and 
non-Jew, and with the other problems cognate to 
this important subject. These commitices would 
function under a committee of the Defence Com- 
mittee, originally called the London Area Com- 
mittee, but henceforth to be known as the Metro- 
politan Area Committee. 

The suceess of this work, went on, obviously 
depended on local support, and it should be the first 
duty of the Deputies who cither represented or were 
resident im these districts to co-operate in the forma- 
tion of these committees as well as of course serving 
on them and giving them the benefit of their experi- 
ence and advice. One of the essential features of 
the work of combating anti-Semitism was that it 
should be done by responsible persons, and to this 
end it was intended that the District Committees 
which were in process of formation should be fully 
representative of the areas in which they worked and 
that all Jews resident in those districts should 
accept their leadership, look to them for guidance, 
and bring to them all problems and questions 
arising out of that evil which they were determinéd 
should not be allowed to take root in this country. 


Question Of Evacuation 


_ When the President moved the report of the 
Executive Committee, Mr. H. A. Goodman moved 
its reference back because, he said, there was a 
feeling of profound dissatisfaction at what had or 
had not been done up till now in connection with 
evacuation, although four weeks had clapsed. 

Prof. Brodetsky pointed out that the question of 
evacuation was one which had arisen in the last 
couple of weeks, and that to sav now what had been 
done in detail seemed to be asking too much. He 
referred to the attempt that was beige made at Man- 
chester and Leeds and said that the Joint Emergency 
Committee was in touch with every area in which 
evacuation was taking place in order to deal with 
the situation 

The _reference-back motion, seconded by Mr. 
R. W. Oppenneimer (Amburst Park), was lost and 
the report was adopted. 

At question time, Mr. Juris June (Gladstone 
Park and Neasden) asked whether the Board had 
any information on the position of the 1,400 Jewish 
refugees in Mauritius who had been interned there 
for nearly four years in conditions of great hardship, 
and what action the Board proposed to take to 
secure an amelioration of those conditions, the 
release of the interneés, and their transfer from 
Mauritius. 

_ The reply stated that the Board was full 
informed on the unhappy position of those Jewish 
refugees. The matter had been dealt with by the 
Jewish Agency, but the Board had recently received 
direct and urgent appeals from the refugees, and 
after consultation with the Jewish Agency intended 
to approach H.M. Government on the lines sug- 
gested in the question.

EVACUATION AND 
EDUCATION 


J.E.C. Faces Its New Tasks 


A statement on the present situation arising from 
the new evacuation from London has been made 
by Dr. Nathan Morris, the Education Officer, on 
behalf of the Joint Emergency Committee to 4 
representative of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Before this emergency, said Dr. Morris, there were 
more than 7,000 children attached to Hebrew classes 
in London and the number of regular attendances 
was about 6,000. Now, seven weeks after the new 
attack on London, there are fewer than 1,000 attend- 
ing Hebrew classes. Many of the children have 
gone to reception areas with the accompanied 
evacuation. have been cvacuated privately ; 
others are still in London, but are keeping away 
from Hebrew classes. In addition, there are con- 
siderable numbers of children who have not been 
attached to Jewish classes and have now left 
London. 

This is the measure of the problem, continued 
Dr. Morris. It is as formidable a problem, educa- 
tional, religious, and social, as was the old evacua- 
tion, with this important difference : in the fivé years 
of war we have accumulated a store of useful 
experience and made valuable official contacts with 
Government and local authorities all over the 
country and these will now enable us to dispense 
with the “ trial-and-error " method and come to 
immediate grips with the practical tasks. : 

Three of these tasks stand out with pressing 
urgency—first, to enable the children to continue 
some form of Jewish education wherever they might 
be found now: secondly, to exploit to the full the 
limited possibilities of providing Jewish billets for 
these children; and thirdly, to help them to adjust 
themselves as smoothly as possible into their new 
environmemt whilst ‘maintaining their connection 
with the larger communal life from which they have 
been temporarily separated. The bulk of evacuees 
are going northwards, where it will be necessary to 
create new organisations from the very beginning, 
at considerable expenditure of finance and energy. 

The Committee still has a vivid remembrance of 
its worries with regard to isolated children in barely 
accessible rural areas during the last evacuation. 
It is therefore now, from the beginning, endeavour- 
ing to arrange wherever possible for the children to 
go in larger parties, The L.C.C., invariably sym- 
pathetic and helpful, has come to the Committee's 
assistance and has agreed (as noted in last -weck's 
Jewish CHRONICLE) to appoint a special registration 
centre for Jewish children from all over London. 
This is the Sigdon Road School, Dalst@n, E.8. 

‘Another helpful act of the L.C.C. was to supply 
the Committee with lists of places where the children 
are bemmg sent and so make it possible to avoid 
delay in getting in touch with them. 


Problem Of Festival Services 


One of the immediate problems for the Committec 
will be to provide teachers for the numerous new 
centres which will shortly be established. A second 
and no less important problem will be to organise 
services for the forthcoming Holy-days for many 
of the children who will have to spend these festivals 
far away from organised Jewish life. The Com- 
mittee intends shortly to appeal for volunteers to 
go to those centres and spend the festivals with the 
children. The Committee is also trying to arrange 
for a special broadcast some time in September to 
convey to the children a message of encouragement. 

At the same time, it is necessary to emphasise 
that the Committee intends doing everything in its 

wer to keep Jewish education alive in London in 

owever reduced a form. It is a justified boast of 

Jewish education that during the heaviest attacks on 
London in 1940 and 1941 the Hebrew class never 
shut its doors completely.. The Committee is very 
hopeful that it will succeed in keeping the Hebrew 
class open also throughout the present attack We 
have already received an inspiring report of one 
Talmud Torah in the heart of the East End of 
London the top class of which refuses to go down 
to a shelter, while the lower classes meet in a special 
corner of a public shelter which was put at their 
disposal for their Hebrew education. 

Another vitally important matter, which is 
regarded as an obligation of honour, is that the 
Hebrew teacher must not be abandoned in this 
crisis. These people have given of their very best to 
the children, and it is the duty of the community 
now to stand by them when their work has suddenly 
and accidentally ceased. The Committee will con- 
tinue the employment in London of all: teachers, 
even when their services cannot be fully used. 

All_ these problems raise in an acute form the 

uestion of the wherewithal. Before the crisis the 

ommuttee faced a deficit of £8,000 for the present 
year. It was reduced to the painful expedient 
of curtailing its services and spending its ener 
On imgenious ways of devising educationally 
damaging economies. There can no longer be any 
suggestion of cutting the scanty and unsatisfactory 
facilities that Jewish education has been providing 
hitherto. On the contrary, it will be necessary to 
expand thes¢ facilities and to undertake new and 
heavy financial liabilities. It is calculated that the 
deficit will now increase threefold and that we shall 
require at least £25,000 within the next few months 
to meet the new situation. The Committee is not 
unhopeful that the community will respond in the 
right spirit.

is heartening message to the harassed exiles, | viah 
compared the captivity to a term of IMPrison ment, 
the penalty for national sin, which was abou tg 
end. In glowing language he draws a picture of 
their return to the homeland. All obstacles wil! be 
removed from their path. Valleys will be raised, 
hills lowered, so that a level road would be troddeg 
by them when they set out for Zion. Certainly ag 
inspiring picture; but was it not a castle in the aiy 
without substance? So must some of the captives 
have thought. The prophet is ready with his answer, 
The guarantor of its realisation was the Maker of 
the universe, in comparison with Whose infinite 
might all the nations were but as a speck of dust on 
the scale-pan. He has promised and no power iq 
the world could prevent its fulfilment. Such is the 
theme worked out in brilliant phraseology in this 
glorious chapter. 

The optimism engendered by faith saved the cxiles 


‘from extinction in circumstances which would 


normally bave spelt the death of a community. | 
was eccodiwenty a true instinct which was respon 
sible for the institution of Shabbat Nachamy, 
because message did.not cease to he 
necessary after the sixth century, when it was first 
proclaimed. History kept repeating itself im the 
subsequent career of ae Jewish people. The 
conditions of the exile became a long continuous 
experience. Severance from the homeland, dis 
persion, wandering from country to «country, 
oppression, bitter hardship, and humiliation—thes 
constitute the background of Jewish life for century 
after century, and do so to-day for more than a 
half of Jewry. 
lf is the miracle of history that the people did not 
succumb to this persistently inhuman treatment, 
and the explanation must be sought in the samme 
cause which enabled the Hebrew exiles to survive 
the Babylonian captivity, namely, a convinced betie 
in a future born of religious faith. Through the 
many centuries Shabbat Nachamu was not 4 
formality but an occasion instinct with meaning and 
purpose. To the persecuted Jew it had a living 
significance. It induced him to draw a parallel 
between his hard and perilous lot and that of his 
ancient forebears in Babyjon. He. too, was im 
exile, the sport of brutal captors. He, too, was 
despised, ill-treated, and despoiled. The cup of 
bitterness was drained to the dregs by him also. 
Alike in their cruel fate, he felt, deep down 1m his 
heart, that he must follow the example of hs 
ancestors in the refusal to despair. - 

The words which filled them with hope echoed m 
his ears on the “ Sabbath of Comfort ” and rever- 
berated in his soul. In the medieval ghettoes of 
Europe, amidst the murderous clamour of the 
crusaders, under the horrific shadow of the inquis- 
tion, and later beneath the crushing tyranny of 
Tsardom, the flame of hope was kept burning and 
not allowed to die down. Writing of the Jew in 
Russia in the 19th century, a Christian authority 
made the penetrating comment, “ He has no hie in 
the present. He, therefore, lives m the future. He 
is an uncompromising idealist.”” Yes. an idealist m 
an environment which should have destroyed all 
sense of the ideal; a believer in a future amidst con 
ditions which, ‘one would have expected, should 
have been fatal to hope. Such has the Jew always 
been; he was made so by the quickening faith of 
his religion. Without that faith the anti-Jew would 
long ago have triumphed. 


E may fitly dwell Gpon this thought on Shabbat 
‘ Nachamu when we contemplate the horrors of 
the present situation. If only a fraction of the 
information which has leaked out from the Com 
tinent is true, it is sufficient to make us compare the 
fate.of Jewry in the clutches of the Nazis with the 


‘worst that ever happened in our tragic past. All 


Jews are naturally aghast at the bestiality which has 
been wreaked upon millions of helpless men, 
women, and children. So sickening are the accounts 
of enforced deportation im circumstances of extreme 
hideous cruelty, of mass executions, of enslavement, 
that many find it impossible to read them. Large 
numbers are filled with despair; tHey can see no 
future for Jewry worth striving for, and they lament 
the accident of Jewish parentage which places so 
intolerable a burden upon their shoulders. 

But no Jew in whose heart the spirit of Judaism 
lives shares that gloomy prospect.- They do not 
escape the anguish and doubts which are the 
inevitable reaction when they face the stark realitics ; 
but these depressing sensations are dissolved by the 
reawakening of faith. The sunshine of trustful hope 
breaks through the clouds of despair. Precisely 
that should be the effect of this Sabbath. It 
intention was admirably summarised by the Rabbi 
who declared. “ On the day that the Temple was 
destroyed the Redeemer was born.” The ruin of 
the Sanctuary typified overwhelming disaster; ‘he 
Redeemer personified hope: Whenever the frst 
occurred threatening extermination, the other came 
into being to renew faith in the future. 

So it has been during twenty bitter centurics . %, 
we must be convinced, will it prove to be in 
present. And we now have firm ground for ' 
optimism. The glint of the breaking dawn is already 
visible on the horizon.. One tyrant has fallen, tle 
others are shaken. Their dream of conquest has 
faded. In the ears of the oppressed are sounds 
the approach of those who will release them from 
their servitude. A Sabbath of Comfort ‘ 
assuredly be celebrated by the sufferers who surviv€.

AND COLD 


Pan-Arab Congress Doubts 


Saudi Arabia is unwilling to take part in the 
talks planned to be held on the convening of a 
pan-Arab congress, the J.T.A. states it was learned 
in Cairo last week from an authoritative source. — 

King Ibn Saud is reported to feel that be is 
woo closely linked with America on the question 
of oil concessions to allow himself to become com- 
mitted to any scheme opposed by public opinion 
on the United States. It ts said that he has, however, 
made vt known that he might reconsider his decision 
if the Palestine question were soived, 

The Paleor Agency, however, issues a 
which appears to conflict with the J.T.A. version. 
Reports from Egypt, it asserts, state that Saudi 
Arabia has finally agreed to take ‘part im the pro- 
posed preparatory conference at Alexandria. It is 
tated that the Egyptian Minister to the Hedjaz 
promised Ibn Saud that the Alexandria conference 
would not disciss the political status of the Arab 
countries but would only note the political and 
economic demands of these counines and proceed 
to discuss three other principal matters: first, the 
Palestine problem; secondly, the agenda of the 
greater pan-Arab congress to be convened later on ; 
and thirdly, the method of securing the representa- 
tion of Arab countries at the Peace Conference. 

Despite Saudi Arabia's acquiescence, however, it 
it believed, adds Palcor, that the preparatory con- 
ference will be postponed until September with the 
intention of continuing to exert pressure on Britain 
to release the Palestinian Arab exiles and on the 
assumption that the international! situation will have 
become more clarified by then. 

Other Arab States also are reported to be un- 
willing to send delegates, and official circles in 
Cairo are said to be perturbed by the refusals. An 
editorial published in Ak uersaa, which is considered 
to be the mouthpiece of the Egyptian Government, 
bitterly reproaches those States for delaying by 
their irresolution the achievement of the Arab 
nationalist ams.

They would be well advised to publish a statement 
on thei poimmt of view. declaring that the Arab 
Governments would consider the establishment of 
a Jewish State in Palestine as a hostile gesture and 
that all Arab States are ready to back the Arabs 
of Paiestine in their determination to hold their 
own. Such decisions would render the creation of 
a Jewish State impossibie,, as the scheme needs 
batking from the neighbouring Middle East 
countries. When the authors of the scheme become 
aware of the attitude of these countries, they will 
be convinced: that their hopes are doomed to failure. 

“ As regards the Jews living in Arab countries, 
they will serve their interests best by maintaining 
good relations with their non-Jewish fellow-citizens, 
and they will be compelled to support the Arab 
policy which considers Palestine as an Arab country 
a io its Jewish minority,” the editorial

AN AMERICAN CHAPLAIN 


Traveller, ‘Zionist, And Educationint: 


. Chaplain Albert Sanford Goldstein,. who (as 
reported .in a recent issue of this paper) is one of 
three new U.S. Jewish Chaplains to. arrive in this 
country, is a noted educationist in the U.S.A.., as well 
as being widely travelled and an active Zionist, 

Captain Goldstein, who-has had two years’ ser- 
vice as Post Chaplain at an Air Force station 
in Texas, requested overseas duty and is now Jewish 
Chaplain at a B-24 Liberator bardment Divi- 
sion in the E.T.O., commanded by Major-General 
James P. Hodges. é 

He trained for the Rabbinate at the Hebrew 
Union College in Cincinnati, where he also graduated 
from the University of Cincinnati in 1929. At the 
University, he majored and taught in the Depart- 
ment of Psychology. He was also contributing 
editor of the “ Hebrew Union College Monthly ” 
and was a tutor in Homiletics. After his ordination, 
he served congregations in Davenport, Cedar 
Rapids, and Sioux City, lowa, as Rabbi. 

In the summer of 1934, Chaplain Goldstein 
visited Europe and Palestine. 

On his return to America, Rabbi Goldstein made 
a lecture tour on his experiences, He became Presi- 
dent of the Zionist Organisation of lowa State, and 
Chairman of a J.N.F. campaign to establish in 
Palestine an Iowa village, named ““Nachiat lowa.”’ 

As a member of the speakers’ bureau of the Jewish 
Chautauqua Society, the National Conference of 
Christians and Jews, the Zionist Organisation, the 
United Jewish Appeal, and the Anti-Defamation 
League of B'nai B'rith, he has toured throughout the 
Mid-West, lecturing before university and school 
groups and civic organisations, In addition, he 
has been a contributor to many periodicals. 

Last year, he presented a notable paper on “ The

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ORTHODOX REFUGEE 
CHILDREN 


Agreement Between Mizrachi and 
Aguda 


Representatives of the World Central Committees 
of the Agudat Israel and the Mizrachi have signed 
an agreement concerning the absorpuon and educa- 
tion of orthodox children and young people arriving 
in Palestine, it was announced by the two organisa- 
tions in Jerusalem last week.

I discussed the attitude of the Sefardi communily 
with one: of their leaders, Mr. Meir Laniado, a 
well-known Jerusalem lawyer who ts regarded as 
representative of.the moderate faction. Now. that 
the dic has been cast. he intimated that the Sefardim 
had no other alternative than to attempt to protect 
their constitutional imterests under the Jewish com- 
munities ordinance—a part of Palestine s statutory 
iegislation—through legal means He stated that 
he had proposed, first, that the Sefardim should 
hold their own elections im the near future to 
elect a number of delegates to the Assefat Hantv- 
charim proportional to their ratio to the genera! 
Yishuv. Then, when the new Assefa met, this group 
of delegates would seek entry as a new Setard: 
“curia.”” But + they were rebufled they would have 
to proceed on the second course-—namely, to seck 
redress through the courts by applyime for an order 
nisi injunction restrainmge the new- Assefa from 
holding its sittings. Mr, Laniado explained that 
the amendment to the rules which the High Com- 
missioner agreed to, increasing the number of the seats 
in the Assefa from 71 to 171 was ultra vires the 
principal Communities Ordimance, which had not 
made specific provision that such an amendment 
was statutorily permyussiDic. 

{t is. naturally impossible at this early stage safely 
to predict how the situation is going to develop as 
far as the abstainers from the elections are con- 
cerned. But it is obvious even to casual ODsetcvers 
that the POSsILION in which a large proportion of the 
population has reframed from electing its repre- 
sentatives to the central national body is not likely 
to continue without a considerable lack of harmony 
and growing disunity, which will be reflected in 
every sphere of public lite. in face of the supremic 
tragedy of European Jewry——on whose behalf this new 
Assefa was formed to wage a more active struggle 
for the saving of refugees—this deep-seated discord 
Can only serve the interests of our traducers and 
adversaries.

DEMANDS IN U.S.A. FOR 
COMMONWEALTH 


Jews and Christians 


A ‘resolution endorsing the demand for the recon- 
stitution of Palestine as a Jewish Commonwealth 
was adopted at the 44th annual convention of the 
Rabbinical Assembly of America held at Camp 
Delawaxen, Lackawanen, Pennsylvania, reports the 
).T.A. from New York. Rabbi Dr. Louis M. 
Levitsky presided over the convention, which voiced 
the opinions of 350 Conservative Rabbis through- 
out the United States and Canada on religious and 
communal problems. 

The 57th annual convention of the Independent 
Order Brith Abraham, held recently in Atlantic 
City, and atiended by SOO delegates representing 
400 lodges, resolved to petition President Roosevelt 
and members of Congress demanding free and un- 
limited Jewish immigration into Palestine, abroga- 
tion of the White Paper, and fulfilment of the 
Balfour Declaration. 

A resolution calling on the United States to take 
“ appropriate action ” so that the “ international 
commitments made to the Jews in connection with 
a homeland in Palestine may be fulfilled at the 
earliest possible time,” was unanimously adopted 
by the recent North-Eastern Jurisdictional Con- 
ference of the Methodist Church in the U.S.A., 
representing more than a million members in New 


England, New York, Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
New Jersey, and Delaware. 
US. States Seppert Demand 


A resolution supporting the demand for unre- 
strscted Jewish immigration into Palestine and the 
reconstitution of Palestine as a democratic Jewish 
Commonwealth has been passed by the Louisiana 
State Legislature. Lowisiana is thus the nincteenth 
North American State to announce officially its 
support of the Zionist aims, it was stated by the 


American Zionst Emergency Council.

Emergency Refugee Shelter at Fort Ontario, 
Oswego, New York, are cxpected (0 arrive carly 
this month. 

When they arrive the army will be responsible 
for their transport, probably. by special train, from 
the port of disembarkation to Fort Ontario. There- 
after the War Relocation Authority will take charge 
of the refugees. 

Most of. the adults coming over are above 
military age and most of the refugees are Jewish, 
ut was learned. They are mainly Yugoslevs, 
Austrians, Poles, Germans, and Czechs. There are 
many women and children among them.

THANKSGIVING IN ROME 
Synagogue Service Broadcast 


A thanksgiving service from the Temple 
Israclitico. Rome's famous Synagogue, has been 
relayed to the United States over the National 
Broadcasting System. This is the first Jewish broad- 
cast from territory liberated by the Allies. 

The Chief Rabbi of Italy. Dr. Anton Zolli, con- 
ducted the service, in which a cantor and boys’ choir 

rticipated. Rabbi i, who is 73, was in hiding 
or the whole of the nine months that the Nazis 
were in control of Rome. 

The Synagogue is in the centre of the old Roman 
ghetto, on the banks of the Tiber. A modern 
structure, it was built at the turn of. the century, 
and stands on the site of an ancient Synagoguc. 

Allied authorities are gradually restoring their 
rights to the Jews of Rome. Last weck telephone 
employees began reinstalling ‘phones in the homes 
of 300 Jews who were barred from possessing tele- 
— under an order issued by the Germans m 

anuary. For two years previous to that Jews had 
been permitted to retain their ‘phones but were 
not listed in the directory. 

The Italian Cabinet has sanctioned a measure 
under which Italian Jews who had falsified docu- 
ments to evade Nazi persecution ‘can obtain casy 
rectification of their position.

He has displayed great 
heroism in battle and has been wounded three times.

Prime Minister’s Denunciation

“ From the Pope down. the Catholic voice has 
condemned anti-Semitism as un-Christian and anti- 
democratic. One of the latest denunciations was 
delivered by that worthy representative of the 
Catholic laity, Justice Frank Murphy, of the United 
States Supreme Court, who told a representative 
gathering of American Jews that this heinous form 
of intolerance and prejadice threatens not only their 
race but the basic principles of Christianity and 
democracy as well. Declaring that organised anti- 
Semitism is a weapon of the Nazi Revolution. 
Justice Murphy condemned it as ‘ the most cunning 
weapon of all the cunning weapons devised by the 
Nazis to destroy democracies from within.” Even 
after we have won this war, we shall have sustaihed 
a major defeat if we accept and become permeated 
with this portion of the Nazi ideology. Hitler 
knows this and hat already boasted that this fell 
seed sown by him will survive military defeat.

be done in the spirit of humanity. Ridiculous 
newspaper articles will miss their aim, and merely 
testify again to the naivety with which Hungarian 
conditions are judged in the enemy camp.” 

The effect of the Allied threats to exact full retri- 
bution for the crimes perpetrated against Hungarian 
Jewry is also to be seen in the frenzied denials of 
ill-treatment of Hungarian Jews that have been 
issued in the press and on the radio. 

“ We have not tortured a single Jew; we have 
not burned hundreds of thousands in gas chambers. 
It is incredible to us that civilised ple should 
suppose such things of Hungary,’ shrieks Ferenc 
Vaijta in a notorious Jew-baiting newspaper, refer- 
ring to British and American reports of theatrocities. 

Some idea of what did happen to the Jews of 
Hungary has been given in the Swiss newspa 
Argperrer-ZetrunG by the Hungarian wife of a 
Swiss who recently left Budapest. Describing her 
own experiences and observations she writes : 

“There is no need to dramatise matters as the 
bare facts offer a spectacle of cruelty almost unpre- 
cedented in human history. Out of 250,000 Buda- 
pest Jews only 196,000 received ‘Jewish’ food cards, 
that is, ration cards for smaller rations than the 
rest of the inhabitants, The Jews receive only 100 
‘grammes (34 ounces) of meat per week and cither 
no fat ration at all or very small quantities of almost 
unusable oil. These food rations are not 
to satisfy the hunger of these tortured beings.

ANYONE in a free country has the right to start a ~ move- - 


ment” and if he has the necessary persistence and 
persuasive powers he is fully at liberty to collect the sinews 
of war and establish an office complete with Secretary, Presi- 
dent. Treasurer, and Committee. That is one of the 
very proper freedoms of everybody in this free country, 
and not less*so in democratic America, whence comes an 
amusing story in this issue concerning the ~ dog-fight ° 
which has been raging between the “ haves“ among 
Jewish organisations and one which has not yet “ arrived, 

a newcomer in this field of communal activity, the 
“ American League for a Free Palestine.” But entertaiming 
though our correspondent’s contribution ma) be, it also 
provides the occasion for some timely reflection. 

No profound powers of observation are needed to detect 
that the factors which are so grotesquely obvious in the 
communal storm across the Atlantic are just as surely 
at work elsewhere in communal struggles both in America 
and Britain, and probably wherever free communities of 
our people are so happily placed. It thrusts itself upon 
one’s attention if only by the furious energy with which 
this right to create new “ Committees ” alongside of older 
bodies long existing for similar purposes ts often assailed. 

In Palestine it has just manifested itself in the spectacular 
multiplicity of political parties which are waging war over 
the Assefat Hanivcharim elections, and upon whom. Dr. 
Weizmann’s cloquent message calling for unity and a 
responsible determination to sink minor differences has had 
no more unifying effect than a fragmentation bomb on the 
political scene. Elsewhere we find it active in numerous 
ways alike in the charitable, the political, and the religious 
spheres, It is not, of course, without its healthy aspects, 
if only because it testifies to a vitality in a people reeling 
under the most devastating blows—blows which would 
have quenched the creative appetite of any nation less 
essentially healthy under God's providence, a people 
vigorous and inured to fighting without respite for its 

life and honour. - There is, of course, its less happy side, 
for an efflorescence of new bodies not infrequently derives 
from, and is sustained by, purely Koved-hunting motives. 
Someone wants to be and indefinitely to remain a Parnass 
and to make his son or son-in-law a Treasurer whether. he 
knows anything about “treasuring” or not. Often tt 
springs from what is, somewhat loosely, called the “ Chevra 
spirit’: fretfulness, impatience, suspicion, and downright 
quarrelsomeness engendered by centuries of Gentile 
bullying. This spirit usually finishes. by eXpressing self 
in some new Cave of Adullam, whither flee the aggrieved 
and the disappointed, to feed fat the ancient—and often 
imaginary—grudges that they bear. 

. The way to reduce the evils resulting from this sort of 
thing lies not, as is too easily supposed, in the hands of the 
Adullamites, who often include very smcere and valuable, if 
disgruntled, elements, driven perhaps by more purely dis- 
interested motives than inspire many in the regime against 
which they rebel. It is primarily in the power of the estab- 
lished to turn the gall of the Adullamites 16 something less 
bitter and harness their energies to the common cause. Yet 
what do we invariably see? As soon as a new ofgahi- 
sation pokes its mushroom head above the green it is at 
once treated as suspicious; within two days it is proclaimed 
poisonous; and by the end of a week it is regarded as the 
enemy whose destruction ranks second in importance only 
to that of Nazism itself. The closer the aims of the mushroom 
approximate to those of the established movement, the more 
bitterly does the latter assail it. The open rivalries that 
follow are, it is true, most often prosecuted by paid officials 
who devote themselves to the battle with sleepless deter- 
mination—to the despair of all intelligent friends of the 
cause—and in their ardour merely intensify all the brood 
of evils: duplication, waste of money and strength, and 
destruction of any achievements which either of the rivals 
might have atta:med. 

Now all these evils could be very largely eliminated 
by a saner, More mature attitude when the suspected rival 
organisation first emerges. If it appears to be a redupli- 
cation in that its aims are practically identical with those of 
an older body, it is not for the older body to come down 
hectoring and demand the “ mushroom’'s” death or sub- 
mission. Rather is it its duty to approach with helpful 
encouragement and to inspire a genuine determination in 
the heart of the “mushroom” to co-ordinate activities, 
to collaborate at every possible point, and to exploit to 
the fullest the added enthusiasm and energy which the 
“ mushrgom ” can contribute for its day. That is the way 

of wisdom. 

It is encouraging ‘to note that this wiser attitude is 
beginning to show itself here and there in the fields of 
communal activity. The first indication—it was no 
bigger than a man’s hand—appeared in America,,in the 
coming together of cognate Jewish movements for fund- 
faising purposes, Truc, in this case the parties cOncerned 
were Old-established rivals, but yet it was something in 
tbe right direction. Much more strikingly hopeful is the

harmony with which the Zionist Organisation and the New 
Zionist Organisation are working in Palestine in the 
Council of Rescue to save Jewish lives from Hitler's death- 
chambers. Here in Britain in the charitable sphere one 
notes with admiration the character of the recent Man- 
chester propésals for establishing nation-wide co-operation 
in the care of the Jewish aged; and the union effected 
a few months ago between the London Board of Guardians 
and the Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls and 
Women gave an example of common sense co-operation. 

But these rare and refreshing examples of maturity are 
only beginnings. The main problem remains all too manifest 
and menacing. We have still to cut at its roots if possible 
and thereby to stop the spread of bewilderment, disillusion- 
ment, and the subtle sapping of communal moral, the loss 
of dignity and self-respect, and the discouragement to many 
of the best elements in the community, who recoil in 
disgust from following in the wake of existing conditions. 

One way seems to lie open—to imbue the young, and 
if possible their elders too, with the indispensable virtues 
of tolerance. restraint, and the team spirit which regards 
the cause as paramount and treats personal ambition with 
contempt. Intolerance towards new movements and organi- 
sations by those whose avowed objects and principles are 
closely similar has to be ruthlessly scrapped. Understand- 
ably, this fatal spirit springs, as has been often remarked, 
most frequently from the paid officials, some of whom may 
confuse it with loyalty to their employer; while others quite 
frankly exhibit it in a kind of jungle hostility against any 
who they ‘imagine may threaten to tap the springs whence 
flow their monthly salaries. But while these people may be 
excused for their litthe human if somewhat contemptible 
failings, no word of exculpation can be found for those 
Hon. Officers (and we mean “honorary ” in fact and not in 
name only) whose neglect of their responsibility permits 
their employees to run away with the direction of ‘affairs in 
a vital matter in this way. 

The possessive or monopoly spirit which rushes to treat 
all who would help beat the same wood as poachers on 
one’s preserves, and to hang out the warning “ private 
property,” must give way to a more adult spirit of under- 
standing which recognises that the robust individualism of 
the Jew cannot be disciplined and dragooned into uni- 
formity, but can only be fully utilised when both newcomers 
and the old-established alrke compel their egotisms to yield 
to the common good of the common cause. There is indeed 
no other way. | 


FATE OF JEWS IN HUNGARY 


Tue confirmation .of press reports as to the attitude now 
taken by the Hungarian Government towards the Jews still 
remaining in their country must, whatever the motives at work, 
be received with feelings of relief. The position as it now stands 
is that the deportations to-Polish death camps have stopped for 
the time, and that Hungarian Jews who are permitted to enter 
Children could leave for 
any country willing to receive them. The actual wording 
describing the opportunities for adult Jews to escape from the 
Hitler Hell speaks of applying to those who have “ been pro- 
nounced by the Government of Palestine as eligible for admis- 
sion info Palestine.’ There must, however, be very few Jews, 
if any, in Hungary or anywhere else in Hitler's Europe cither 
sO designated already or capable of being so pronounced, and 
if the wording of the concession were to be interpreted au pied 
de la letire its practical value would be nil. But such a crude and 
feeble act of imbecilic deception is incredible even in a Hitler 
satellite. Its sertous consideration by Allbed officials is utterly 
unbelievable.

ZIONIST REALISM 


. CORRESPONDENCE has been going on im THe Times and else- 
where about the Jewish case concerning the Balfour 
and Mandatory promises, in the course of which Mr. J. A. 
Malcolm.. a noted authority on the subject, has shed some 
valuable light on the origins and intentions of the Balfour 
Declaration, As was to be anticipated, he has been subjec: 
to the usual kind of criticism from the usual quarters. No 
greater authority on this matter, however, exists or need be 
sought than Mr. Lloyd George (the Prime Minister in office 
when the declaration was issued, and consequently the single 
individual m®st heavily responsible for the “ great adventur.”’), 
who made an explicit statement in his evidence before the 
Royal Commission of 1936. It was contemplated at the time 
of the Degjaration, he said, that if the Jews responded to the 
Balfour Declaration and went to Palestine in sufficient numbers 
and had become a majority of the inhabitants, “ then Palestine 
would thus become a Jewish Commonwealth.” That statement 
coming from a source a hundred times more authoritative than 
any of the present argufiers ought really to be decisive. There has 
recently been issued a reprint in pamphlet form of an article 
by that noted and brilliant non-Jewish student of Jewish 
affairs, the Rev. Dr. James Parkes. It is of superlative 
interest, condensing, as it does, in succinct and lucid form al! 
the essentials of the Jewish question and revealing in simple 
and direct terms the unarguable logic of -the Palestine solution. 
Dr. Parkes calls upon us to face the issue that we have-got to 
take a straight political decision about the future of Palestine, and 
in effect asks fot a cessation of the unprofitable wrangling in which 
Mnti-Zionists unendingly nag at the Jewish National Movement. 


AN UNANSWERABLE ARGUMENT 

Or the unanswerable justice of the Jews’ historic claim 
to Palestine no Jew who has any right to describe himself as 
a Jew by religion can have the slightest doubt. Nor, indeed, 
it seems in all logic can a sincere Christian seriously challenge 
that claim without recourse to the more discredited style oi 
Schoolman casuistry, There are, of course, other matters in 
Dr. Parkes’s analysis which may well be argued. Butt, apari 
frem that, read what he has to say: 

No decision will ever be reached by weighing the rival claims, 
historic or other, of the two parties to the country. Their claims 
are, for political purposes, sufficiently equal to shed no heght on 
the subject. Nor shall we reach a decision by inflating or 
deflating the validity of ofr promises made to Jews and Arabs 
twenty-five years ago to secure a decision in favour of one or 
the other. We did, rather efcusably, tie ourselves into knots in 
the confusion of war. Nor, finally, will sentiment help us, for 
who can measure the amount of sentiment which constitutes a 
legal claim? Those methods of solving the problem are for 
debating societies, not statesmen and parliaments. 

The basic political problem is need. And on this basis the 
Jewish need ts far more pressing. The Arabs have wide areas 
in which a far greater population can live and find prosperity 
than now cultivate them. The Jews have many thousands whe 
are in need of a home and have no other home prepared for 
them. It would be agreeable to suggest a dual state, with equal 
representation of the two nationalities, but to-day the suggestion 
is scarcely practical. Even had the two peoples equal—and 
considerable~—political experience, it would mean continuous and 
imtolerable stram to link together “two horses one of which does 
not desire to move, and the other of which is not willing to 
stop.” Doubtless the Arab is beginning to see advantages in 
change but he has no need to hurry. ¢ Jewish demand for 
development is urgent and continuous. There is, probably, no 
need to demand a complete and compulsory Arab evacuation of 
the country, but there should be openings for emigration for 
those Arabs who would find it intolerable to live under Jewish 
rule, As to the rest, it is likely that Palestine will provide 
opportunities cnough for a population considerably bigger than 
the present, as -modern improvements are introduced and 
extended. Already it has become the main country of Arab 
immigration, owing to the higher standard of living and the 
economic openings which the British Mandate and the Jewish 
National Home have brought with them. 


This argument puts the whole subject on the solid basis of 
present facts, elementary justice, and common-sense statesman- 
ship. It is worth rescuing from the mountains of controversy 
which have accumulated. In the circumstances produced by 
the war, it has acquired a simple and irrefutable force. Zionists, 
indeed, would hardly seem to need to go any further to con- 
vince any but the bigoted, the prejudiced, and those who have 
even less excusable reasons for intransigence. 


OUT OF THE LAND OF EGYPT? 


A CURIOUS report comes from Jerusalem to the effect that 
the Palestine Government intends to employ 15,000 workers 
from. Egypt on a number of public works in that country, and 
that the Egyptian Government is planning to send a special 
envoy to examine, on the spot, the conditions offered by the 
Palestine authorities. One is constrained to ask why this 
wholesale importation is necessary when Jewish labour wil! 
be shortly, if it is not already, available in abundance from 
the Jewish refugees in the rescue ports in North Africa, and 
whether any opportunities for employment are to be given 
to Jews from Hungary and other satellite countries who, as soon 
as liberated, will for the most part be ready and eager for 
a chance to build up the country of their salvation.. As the 
Jews of Palestine, who contribute so overwhelming a propor- 
tion of the Palestinian revenues, will be called upon to pay 
the hire of the Egyptian influx, they have at least a moral 
right to some say in the matter. And it may be supposed 
that they are honovrably keen on securing such work for 
their oppressed coreligionists. After all, Egypt has no such 
claims to meet, She has done “ very nicely, thank you,” for 
herself out of this war and is wallowing in prosperity, Under 
what necessity is she to export surplus labour? The report, 
if the truth must be told, wears something of a suspicious 
aspect, for Egypt has in recent years been taking a remarkable 
interest in Palestine’s future. She has political, not to say 
imperialistic traditions in that respect. To permit her to install 
a “garrison” in Palestine without, so far as we know, any 
limitations as to duration, looks very much like asking for 
trouble—in fact for an eleventh Egyptian. plague, added to all 
the other potential difficulties in’ the years ahead. This 
Egyptian .“ invasion ” seems to call for explanation and some 
careful watching.

MR. JONAH ROSENFELD (New Vork). aged

to the Jewrsn Dany Forward and other Yiddish 
newspape#rs and periodicals, An edition of nis 
collected writings was publishéd in 1924, Some of 
hic nevels have been translaied into Hebrew and 
other languages.

During the ait rakis of 1940 I recofiect reading letters 
in Tae Jewrsn drawing attention to the whole 
sale evacuation of Jewish children into Christian homes. and 
if | remember right actual cases were cited in which children 
were lost to Judaism a6 4 consequence thereof Anhhough 
history ts faithfully repeating itecif to-day. | am amared two 
note that I do not hear or sce in print any protest at the 
apparem inertia of ovr ruling bodies, which are at orescnt 
permetting Jewish children to be cvacuated and bilicted 
wherever a bilicting officer can place them There are 
children in London who have been subjected to the dangcrs 
of the fiving bombs because their parents would rather have 
thus than that they shoukd be billcted in any non-Jewish 
home. Two children—related to me. by the way—who 
have been brought up in an Orthodox home. to observe 
kashrut and the sanctity of the Sabbath, fownd themscives 
exactly under those conditions. kk was only by chance that 
we heard of some friends of ours who were actually sccking 
Jewish children to give a home to in these perilous times. 
I also heard of a mother and child being evacuated to a 
Lancashire town. When they arrived the bilictine officer 
could not find billets immediately and arranged accommoda- 
tion for them in a church for the night. The mother dectined. 
Stating that as she was Jewish she could not sicep in the 
Church but would make her way to the Synagogue. As soon 
as the local congregation became aware of her presence. 
everything that could be possibly done for her was donc. 
A Jewish home was found for both mother and child. and 
they even saw t it that they suffered no financial hardshio. 
Surely there must be sumerous other kindly Jewish folk 
im the safety arcas who would be prepared and very willing 
imiced to accem children from the daneer zones into their 
homes. | fail to see, therefore, why no cffort ix being made 
tw avoid a repetition of phe Gisaster of the last evacuation 
period. To my mind it simply resolves its4if into a question 
of supply and demand and an appropriate register. The 
whole question of the evacuation of the Jewish children. as 
I see it, is so vital and scriows that I cannot understand the 
seeming disinicrestedness of the “ powers that be” bere in 
London.

OF JUDAISM 


Duties of the Heart. By Bacuyva sen Josern 
PaguDa. Translated from the Arabic mito 
Hebrew by Jehuda ibn Tibbon. Third Volume. 
With Translation by Rabbi Moses Hyanxwon, 
B.A Bloch Publishing Company, New 
York. $3.30.

While sixteen years clapsed between the publi- 
cation of the first volume of Dr. Hyamson’s 
transtation of Bachya's “ Duties of the Heart > en 
the publication of the second volume in 1941, 
only had to wait two years for the appearance ‘of 
the third volume. This completes the first half of 
the English version of Bachya’s great work prepared 
by the veteran Rabbinic scholar who succeeded Dr. 
Hertz in New York after many years of fruitful 
activity as Dayan of the London Beth Din. 

The presemt volume contains the fourth and fifth treatises 
(" Gates") which deal with “ Trust in God“ 


and “ Whoelehearted Devotion TTT) and i 
m carnestiy to be hoped that Dr. Hvamson will be spared 
to give to the English-speaking world the remaining five 
chamters in his lucid and impressive rendering. Seccing that 
Ibn Tibbon'’s Hebrew translation from the original Arabic is 
s) full of obscure and artificially created teram that the 
ordinary reader, however well versed in medieval Hebrew 
literature, is scidom sure of their exact mcaning. the merits 
of Dr. Hyamson’s English version will be readily aporeciated 
by anyone who is in @ position to compare the two render- 
ings aral to realise the benefit which the modern version 
comters upon the student of Bachya's cthical teaching. Even 
the Paraphrasing of the numerous Biblical quotations by 
which Bachya illustrates his arguments is done so skilfully 
by Dr. Hyameon that the ordinary reader cant follow the 
reasoning with the greatest cas¢ and with sympatiictic under- 
Manding 

it is necessary to remember that Bachya’s work is pot a 
philosophical treatise occupying itsclf with the invcstigation 
of ethical principles and problems, apart from positive 
rehgious teaching. but is based entircly on Jewish traditiqnal 
doctrines regarding the relations between. man and his 
Creator, and between man and man. which admit of no 
Questioning. and necd no other proof than that provided by 
a reference to Biblical texts and their Rabbinic interprcta- 


tion. The difficulty which the rash PT presents to 
the modern reader is therefore not that of following the 
atgumem. or assimilating. transcendental idcas mherent in 
metaphysical speculation mit that of straightening out 
involved sentences and replacing medicval terms by modern 
ones. tt is to this task that Dr. Hyamson obviously devoted 
himecii. and the further be pfocecds with the work the 
grcater is the success achieved. th is eratifying to note at 
the same time that Dr. Hyanwon fas resisted the. tempia- 
tion to prescnt Bachva’s views in a modern garb. in order 
to render them more convincing and more compatible with

A New World is Bern. By Riss: I. H.

All who were fortunate enough to. read the 
volume of sermons, entitled “ Steering or Drifting: 
‘Which? will be eager to welcome its successor. 
The Rabbi of the Brooklyn Jewish Centre is an 
expert “Darshan.” He may not have the artistry of 
the incomparable Jellufek im his use of Midrash, but 
he is a master of Haggadah and employs it with 
remarkable skill. The present volume. more even 
than the earlier one, is a treasury of Rabbinic 
material. 

The one underiying theme of this collection of addresses 
is indicated in the question and answer printed on the dust- 
cover: “Can the ancient Jewish wisdom and traditions 
guidc Man in fashioning the new world that ix now being 
born?’ The author gives a convincing affirmative answer.’ 
Few readers will dissent from this judemen The its of 
the world to-day differ in degree rather than in kind trom 
those im Past ages The basic principles of right living. 
upen which peace and stability depend remain constant. 
and to thew exposition the Rabbis of old devoted their 
carnest attention Rabbi Levinthal turas to them for 
enlightenment in the perpicxitics of owr aec. and in so doing 
reveals deep significance in apparently trivial and meaning- 
jess sayings. His interpretations are most tascinatine and 
provide a feast of delight for all students of Talmudic 
literature. 

it is to be hoped that the book will be available in this 
country and have many readers. its message will deepen 
the Jew's taith in Judaism as a trustworthy enidc of life.

HEINE 
Heine in England. By Sranron L. Wormtey. 


University of North Carolina Press. 
Reviewed by Hugh Harris 


This authoritative and finely-printed work makes 
a notable contribution to literary scholarship. More- 
over, it has a special timeliness al this juncture. 

Atthough Heine is one of the supreme figures in German 
literature. the facts that he was a Jew and a fearless fighter 
for human freedom iced to his works being consigned to the 
Nazi bonfires Now he finds a worthy champion in an 
American professor of German, who has been cnabled by 
the generosity of the Juliug Rosenwald Boundation to pursue 
restarches at an American university 

Professor Wormicy'’s book records fully, for the first time, 
the influence of Heine in English literature and thought. 
It combines wide knowledge and sound criticism with clarity 
of style. The stream of influence is traced from George 
Eliot and Matthew Arnold down to A. E. Housman and 
George Bernard Shaw. Reference is made to a noteworthy 
critical study by Leonard A. Montefiore (the elder brother 
of Claude G. Montefiore), who died in 1879 at the age of 26. 
In our own day the writings of Humbcri Wolfc and Henry 
Bacricin receive particular meniion. The name 
American contemporary. Louis Unicrmeycr, who is the most 
distinguished ‘translator and. biographer of Heine in the 
Eaglish language. is naturally excluded from the scope of 
this study. 

in his conclusion the author comments on the rematkable 
way in which England has taken Heine to its heart, and 
ascribes this to the fact that he is fundamentally a European...

COMPREHENSIVE JUDAISM 
Harry Josuus

The title of the book gives no indication of its 
contents or even of its main theme. [It ts just the 
heading of one of fifty short addresses which the 
author has delivered in the course of a decade ar 
so, and in which he deals with some of the many 
problems that have been occupying the minds o 
thoughtful people, especially since the rise o 
Fascism and Nazism. 

A note of beovarnt optimism permeates his survey of 
world events. and he is full of hope for the future, in spite 
of the darkness of the days through which we are passing 
" This war, though on a wider scale than all other wars of 
history. is nevertheless but another tragic episode in man- 
kind’s march forward and onward.” the author declares, and 
he is convinced that “ man will vet spiritually mature and 
learn to live by the moral law of God even as he must 
obey the physical laws of naturc.”” 

With this end in view he advocates the fullest utilisation 
of the spiriwal resources of all religious faiths, and picads 
patticularly for the most complcte and wholchearted co- 
operation of Christians and lews in the advancement of the 
cause of buman brotherhood He stresses Untirinely the 
imperative need for constamt consultation and united action 
of the represematives of Church and Synagogue in defecate 
natfow nationalism, racial discrimination. and class war 
But he also cmphasises the need for Jewish loyalty and tire 
preservation of Jewish life on the part of Western Jews, and 
he endeavours to reconcile the tenets of Reform Judaism. 
of which he is an clogucm exponent with the striving for 

“jewish national rebirth” and a “restored Jewish Palestinc,”’ 
which he consistently advocates. Mc would cven lke to sec 
‘the warmth derived from Hassidiem and mysticiam * 
instilied imo Reform Judaism, and the “ artificiality of 
Temple worship broken up by the introduction of ercater 
joyousness and the adoption of the Ones Shabbat and 
similar institutions in the religious life of the Reform 
conaercgations 

Gratifvine though all this may be. it is rather disconcer'- 
ing to find the author starting a laudatory review of Sholem 
Asch’s work. The Nazarene.” with the tollowimng sentence 
“ 1 chose to write at this tinic concerning Asch’s latest work 
because of the Easter season so solemnly observed by our 
fellow_hristians (page 144) Assuming that the term 
fellow vristians is just slip of the pen (and a Strangc 
slip it would be) it is more than surprising that the Rabin 
of the Montreal Temple thoueht the advent of Easter a suit. 
able opportunity for him to write on “ The Nazarene. and 
that the coincidence is referred to by him as having a special 
siamificance. 

Even more surprising is Rabbi Stern's assertion that 
* Chanucah. and Christmas have a common origin in the 
history of religious observances.” and that “the 25th of 
Kislew and the 25th day of December definitely belong to 
the family of solstice celebrations." I's this part of the 
effort to bring about mutual understanding and co-operation 
between Church and Synagoguc? Or is it mercly a demon- 
stration of a Reform Rabbi's broadmindedness’ One

HISTORY OF EDUCATION 


Jewish Edecation in Central Europe, 16th-18th 
Century. By Da. Isitpore Fisnman. Edward 
Goldsion, 10s. 6d.

Dr. Isidore Fishman has produced a lucid and 
systematic account of the content and organisation 
of Jewish education from the end of the 16th 
century to the end of the 18th century. The source 
material is largely—as he states in his introduction 
—that used previously by Gudermann and Asaph, 
but the English reader. unfamiliar with the work 
of these men. now has a sound and imstructive siudy 
of an interesting period in the development of Jewish 
education. 

Dr. Pishman’s rcading must obviously have been vast 
His list of sources Most impressive His book covers 
almost every aspect of Jewish education— organisation of 
Private and commudal schools, cquipment and tcachers; the 
supervision and control by communal authorities: the pupil, 
the curriculum the methods of teaching: secular subjects and 
trade education; the education of girls: the lifc of the student 
of the Yeshivah—there is something to interest every type 
ot reader interested in Jewish education 

% common danger in works based larecly on quotations 
from respensa, letters. commenity Statuics and similar 
documents. is that an over-simplified picture is produced, 
and Dr. Fishman’s commendable work is not altogcther free 
from this tendency towards over-simpiifications of accounts. 
For instance, in reading his book. one feels that the con- 
ferring of the titles of “ Haber” and “ Morenu was a 
Systematic and well-organised procedure. That this was not 
so is made quite clear in one of the césays of Asaph in his 
recent book, published in Palestine a few weeks ago. This 
does not detract, however, from the valuc of Dr. Fishman’s 
admirable effort. In fact, if a book & to serve the genera! 
public and not cater for the epecialist alonc. 1 is an advantagc 
to simplify accounts rather that present a more compticaicd 
picture 

The reader will fad much in Dr. Fishiman’s book that is 
Stimulating and imformative. will certainly afford 
pleasure and profit to those interested in the devclopment 
and the future of Jewish education.

The Eleven Religions and their Proverbial Lore. 
CHamPion, M.D. Routledge and Sons,

An elaborate and useful task was undertaken by 
the author in the compilation of this volume. Wit 
great industry he collected nearly 5,000 extracts 
from the literatures of eleven religions and presents 
them in a readable synthesis, In addition to 
Judaism (or Hebraism, as he terms it), Christianity, 
and Islam, he has drawn upon tie sources of 
Buddhism, Confucianism, Higduism, Jainism, 
Shinto, Sikhism, Taoism, and Zoroastrianism. The 
enumeration evidences the wide sweep of his net. 

Each section is provided with an iMuminating introduction. 
giving a bistorical and descriptive account of the religion 
deakh with: Then follow the citations, in the alphabectica’ 
order of a key-word together with the source. The Hebraic 
section is the longest of all, consisting of 1,019 quotations 
culicd from Bible. Apocrypha. Taimud, and Midrash. 

No labour has been spared to make the volume of 
maximum valve, The detailed Subject-Matter Index and 
Alternative Chief-Word Index render cross-rcicrence 
and will prove a grateful aid in the comparatis ¢ study which 
is the author's aim to promote. isolationism is 4s undesir- 
able in the realm of religion as in the world of politics. Ii 
one becomes a better citizen of his owh country by posscss- 
ing an international outlook, he may also be a better membcr

Jews of Britain. By Pau. H. Embew. Sampson 
Lew, 21s,

Dr. Lamont points out that the Jews and Scots have many

CAREERS ADVICE 


August 1, 1944, was the date fixed, under an 
Order by the Minister of Labour and National 
Service, for the coming into operation of the Rein- 
statement in Civil Employment Act. The new Act 
supersedes the former law with regard to reinsiate- 
ment for all persons with war service ending on or 
after February | last. The Service authorities are 
communicating with the men and women to whom 
the Act appiies and who were discharged since 
February 1. They, as well as those who leave in 
future, will receive a leaflet explaining how to claim 
reinstatement rights. The Act applies to those who 
after May 25. 1939, entered on a period of whole- 
time service in the armed Forces or in the equiva- 
lent women's Services, or in a Civil Defence force 
in consequence of an enrolment notice issued ynder 
the National Service Acts. Applications to 
employers for’ reinstatement should be made in 
writing, normally on or before the fifth Monday 
after the end of war service (after August | in the 
case of those whose war service ended between 
February | and July 31). The rights are held in 
suspense during any period while a person is under- 
taking civilian work for which he was specially 
released from the Forces or which he is doing by 
direction or written request of the Ministry.

For the attitude of the 
average doctor to the parent of a sick child is often 
neither helpful nor at times even polite. And yet, 
on the face of it, most of us would imagine that 
a conscientious mother who has observed and tended 
her child over the years could be of infinite value 
to a doctor.

Nevertheless, when a mother offers to many 
doctors the faintest suspicion of information or 
enlightenment, or displays any concern about the 
nature of their remarks concerning her child she 
is warned off immediately as fussy and told to cease 
to concern herself with matters on which she has 
not the necessary training or knowledge. 

Next comes the schoolmaster. Here again, having 
in view the enormous importance attached by 
psychologists to the child's mental make-up. it 
would be thought that the parent who earnesily and 
conscientiously sought to provide the child's mentor 
With some information concerning his future pupil 
woukd be welcomed. But im eficct the reverse is 
the case. Most schoolmasters, and mistresses. look 
upon parents as unqualified nursarices, and tt had 
to be through the medium of a special academic 
society that parents were admitted into any of the 
educational schemes for their children 


Teachers and Parents 


The chief aim of many teachers scems to be to 
by-pass the parents and to instil in the children a4 
contempt for their own homes. Now in the case 
of carciess, irresponsible parents: this is just pure 
good luck. They are relieved of all the troublesome 
responsibility that parenthood might have spelt for 
them, and they hand over their ofispring as soon 
as possibic to strangers to whom the complicated 
process of rearing a young human being is part of 
their job. But parallel with this curious attitude 
towards parents, there comes from all sides a string 
of adyurations that they should take their responsi- 
bilities more seriously / 

Then there are mahy youth movements: which, 
though they set out with the noblest of intentions 
for improving the coming gencrations, fall into 
simmjar bad habits of swuperciliousness at least 
towards the parents. Admittedly they operate from 
a basis that 1 wider and more inclusive in some 
respects than is the individual family unit, but that 
unit has been found to be a vital and valuable assct 
in the whole structure of human society, and in dis- 
regarding tt youth movements seriously threaten its 
very existence 

e whole matter is primarily one of attitude, 
and in this respect the reform proposed of the 
medical profession would be a significant first step 
towards putting it right. If the doctor were to sect 
an example of useful co-operation with the right tvpe 
of parent, the later influences in the child's life 
would follow sun. And if the doctor, instead of 
weicoming the parent who puts hes child into an 
institution and forgets about it, were to spurn such 
conduct as anti-social, it would not have become so 
very popular among certain types. 

Jewish parents are proverbially among the best 
and fondest. but their solicitude for -their children, 
especially when they are ill, is often rewarded with 
veiled prejudice on the part of the profession. 
* Another Tussy Jewish mother,” is the comment of 
many a young medico when inquiries about a child 
are made at a hospital. Instead of which, the young 
doctor, if he was really anxious to fulfil his vocation 
of human healing, would wholcheariedly approve 
of the mother’s solicitudé, take her into his con- 
fidence,-and probably learn something from her 
about the patient's idiosyncrasics 

Parents everywhere should seek, in the plans for 
post-war reconstruction, to insist on the elementary 
piece of reform of the way in which they are 
treated, and should demand recognition of and con- 
sideration for their clams.
